-Wasnineros, June 16.—General Joe 
Jobnsion sat this afternoon in his cozy 
hotee in this city, on Connecticut avenue 
near L, street, seemingly enjoying life in 
hie quiet, dignified way, and in good health 
apiepirits.

Views. From a military standpoint Gen- 
ere] Johneton sacrificed more for the oon- 
‘fedorecy than any cfficer of the Uni 
t¢A States army who went into the 
revellion. He was a brigadier . general 
avd the quartermaster general of 
tie United States army, and the fact 
that he occupied that position, was, and is 
the cause of much of Mr. Davis's malignant 
hastility to him. In 1860, when the then 
quartermaster general died, General Scott 
wrote Mr. Buchanan a note, saying that he 
might like to make use of his knowledge ol 
the officers of the army in the selection of 
a quartermaster general. He submitted five 
names to him, including Colonel Albert 
Sydney Jobnston, Colone! Robert E. Lee, 
Oolonel C. 8. Smith, a Philadelphian; 
Colonel Joseph E. Johnston, and one other, 
whose name 1 do not now recail. The cabi- 
tiet selected Joseph E. Johnston. Mr.

When |, 
arrived I found instructions the most judi- 
crous I think ever written for a like pur- 
pose. They consisted in detailing the 
superb morale and spirit of the forces of 
which I had taken command. After recit- 
ing their character, they concluded with 
the statement that I was taking com- 
mand of as strong and effective a forcegas 
then represented the confederate army in 
any quarter, etc. The facts were that there 
were only about two thousand mounted 
eflicient cavalry and about thirty-eight 
thousand infantry, just from the serious 
reverses | have described and the terrible 
conflict of Caickamauga. I realized the 


necessity of gathering a more effective 
force of cavalry and of augmenting and 
putting in condition the infantry force 


which so long marched to battie with- 
out an inspiriting victory before making an 
aggressive campaign. Z fear was that be- 
fore this could be done, Sherman who had 
280,000 men under his call, all of whom 
were not, of course, at Chattanooga, but 
under his command, would strike us at 
Dalton before my arrangements were com- 
pleted.

OOULPD NOT KEEP A SECRET. 

“None in the world. I sometimes ran 
against Mr, Davissideasin my plans and 
operations. For instance, while in the 
campaign at Manassas, after the battle of 
Bali Ran, he had a very peculiar arrange- 
ment for furnishing supplies to the army. 
i had a very competent commissary officer, 
Uolonel Lee, who thoroughly understood 
his business, but he was obliged to apply to 
the general depot at Richmond, and if the 
supplies were there he would get them; if 
not, he would be instructed to buy the 
supplies where we were, which was not 
always easy to do, and in the delay the men 
ofi-times got hungry.

BEFORE ATLANTA 

“Mr. Davis in his book undertakes to 
rove that you were removed while at 
itlanta because you would not give him a 
positive answer as to whether you would 
tight General Sherman there, and quotes 
én interview with Ben Hill to show that 
you evaded his categorical question as to 
whether or not you would make battle 
there.” 

“Mr. Davis always kept a class of men 
about him for witnesses, and Ben Hill was 
one of the most prominent of them. Judah 
P. Benjamin’s duty was to keep bis record 
straight. There is nut a person who knows 
anything about Atlanta who does not know 
‘hat it could have been held to this day 
against any force that could have been sent 
igainst it. I so informed General Hood 
when I tarned over the command to him 
ana detailed to him my plan for then and 
there resisting Sherman's attack. I have 
never had any doubt but that General 
Hood left his impregnable position at 
\tlanta and went off into Tennessee from 
uggestions made to him either direc.iy or 


indirectly by Mr. Davis himgelf, and that 


1e if primarily responsible for General 
Hood’s operations, which he characterizes

‘ure, confide by telegram to Mr. Davis or any 
me else my plans. I did not think it safe 
todo so.

A CASE IN POINT. 

“IT remember distinctly that some time 
ifter the battle of Manassas Mr. Davis sent 
forme. He desired my presence in Rich- 
mond, he said, on matters +o important 
and secret that he dared not trust to the 
mail or telegraph. I went and had a'con- 
ference with him and the cabinet, which 
lasted nearly all day, and when I finished I

“Mr. Davis says in his book that your an- 
awer to his telegram whether you would 
surrender Atlanta without a fight was not 
unly evasive, but indicated the contingency 
of the surrender of Atlanta on the ground 
that the governor of the state had not fur- 
aished, as expected, sufficient state troops 
to defend the city while the army was giv- 
ing battle outside.” 

“This is absurd and utterly without 
truth. I never had any intention of sur- 
rendering Atlanta without a fight, as a!l my 
statements to Genera!

IN THE LAST DITCH.

Lorpon, June 20.—The Standard’s corres- 
pondent at Paris says the president of the 
Italian club at Marseilles hes written to 
the papers denying that hisses proceeded 
from their balcony He says that he was 
unaware that the troops would march 
through town on Friday, or he would have 
hoisted the Italian flag. He asserts that 
the hisses were raised by the crowd, proba- 
bly on account of the absence of the flag. 
No member of the club participated in 


the disturbance. The mayor of 
Marseilles has issued a prociama- 
tion stating that the Italian club 


has been closed as a measure of satisfaction, ; 
to publicopinion. A dispatch to the News 
from Marseilles says there gre fifty thou- 
sand Italians here. The liaiiaus have been 
mobbed and attackea in different parts of 


the town. Houses in the Italian quarter 
are shut, The Italian consulate is guarded 
by troops A later telegram reports that 


many Italians were stabbed, and that the 
troops were maitreated.

EXAMINATIONS, 


The several papers of the young gentiemen 
with few exceptions, were highly creditable and 
gave evidence of study and careful preparation. 
As compared with previous examinations, there 
was adecided improvement ia the orthography 
and handwriting of the class, and also in the 
style of composition. Very few grammatical er- 
rore and mistakes in epeliing were noticed. From 
the scope of the questions propounded for answer 
in the examination room, it was apparent that 
they covered the ground in each study as well as 
could be expected, and showed that the profes 
sors had been faithful and exhaustive io their 
teachings. From time to time the newest and 
most approved text books have been subs'ituted 
for those which had been supplanted by the dis- 
coveries and improvements in modern science, 
until pow the university is supplied wilb the very 
best productions of the most distinguished au- 
thors in all the branches of her curriculum 


ATTENTION TO FUNDAMENTAL 8TUDI§S 


We would, however, recommend, in view of the 
imperfect scholarship of many matriculates who 
are received, that es formerly, before the instica 
tion of the university system, the students in 
every department be required to stand an exam! 
pation at the end of eacn term in arithmetic and 
geography. Too much stress cannot be laid upon 
the importance of thorough training in these 
useful branches, which underlie the very founda- 
tious of practical knowledge.

This circumscribed area of ground, small as it 
is, cati and willbe made of vast benefit to the 
general interestsof the husbandman. The farm 
has been made self-sustaining and nota dollar 
was drawn from the treasury of the university for 
its support during the past year. Generai 
Browne resides on the premises and gives his per-

tests of fertilizers have been made, covering the 
most popular brands in use. Each is applied to 
asection of five rows—the alternate five receiving 
no artificial help. The results will be kept sepa- 
rate and carefully noted. 

The professor isalso instituting another very 
interesting and useful test. This consists of 26 
sets of five rows each, on virgin soil just cleared, 
upon which the best nitrogenising componnds 
have been applied in equal quantities. The 
‘object sought is toascertain how much nitrogen 
is necessary in the growth of cotton and what 
compounds abound most in that fertilizing ele 
ment. The result may tend greatly to cheapen 
the cost of fertilizers. 

Experiment as to distance in the pl.nting of 
corn and cotton, andthe various modes of culti- 
vation are being tested also the present year. 

A bout forty-five acres are in cultivation on the 
farm, andsthe work seemed to be systematically 
and skillfully done. One very important ad- 
dendum, however, is lacking, and thatis a good 
gin aud several other implements which are re- 
quired to giye accuracy to the various tests. The 
attention of the honorable board of trustees is 
respectfuiiy directed to this deficiency.

But 
how can this be done with in- 
competent and inefficient instructors ? 
Just here, therefore, it is peculiarly 


apropos that the trustees of the university should 
take the matter.in hand and use every endeavor 
to incorporate this much needed school as a part 
of the university system and locate it at Athens. 
Thus placed, the students would have access to 
the library; could listen to the lectures of the 
several professors, and in turn be lectured to by 
them o. such subjeets as were germain to their 
course of instruction. The normal college itself 
might be presided over by some educational ex- 
pert elected by the trustees, and the whole be un- 
der the general supervision and control of Chan- 
cellor Mell, as is the case with the other branches 
of the institution. 

The board, after due inquiry, has every reason 
to believe that the trustecs of the Lucy Cobb in- 
stitute would still be willing to make good the 
former offer of a surrender of this beautiful edi 
fice to the university in fee simpie, upun the con- 
dition that it be converted into a normal college 
and form a part of the State university. 

In the event, however, that they decline to 
make the transfer, we Lave the 

“ROCK COLLEGE”’ 
to fall back upon, which is in every way suitabie 
forsuch a foundation, That building contains 
forty rooms, and is most substantially coustruct- 
ed and beautifully situated. it could be fully 
euatpnse ata moderate outlay and would serve 
the desired ;urpose admirably. 

The board would therefore most respectfully 
urge upon the trustees the supreme importance 
of bringing this matter before the general assem- 
bly at its approaching adjourned session, and 
asking for the needed appropriation of $6,000 to 
establish a normal college as a part of the univer- 
sity system for the benefit of the people of Geor- 
gia. in no other way can s‘ate aid be constitu- 
tionally granted for this most worthy and indis 
pensable object, which, if inaugurated, will prove 
a priceless biessing to the entire commonwealth. 
It requires no argument to show that the pro- 
posed college should be located at Athens, be- 
cause jt no other point can similiar or even ap- 
ae aivantages be enjoyed by its matricu- 

ates. The impeifectly taught common schools 
of the state call loudly for the establishment of 
this institution. 


FINAL REMARKS, 


The board take pleasure, after the most. dili- 
gent investigation, in announcing to your ex- 
cellency and the general assembly, that the con- 
dition of the university in every respect, save the 
number of matriculates, is eminently sat- 
isfactory. Perfect accord exists between the 
faculty and students and among. the 
professors themselves. The relatious of 
the citizens towards the young men are 
alsoofa very friendly character. Nothing re- 
mains to be done but for the authorities to unite 
upon free tuition, and under the fostering care 
of the legislature and the combined and earnest 
efforts of her alumni and an appreciating people, 
our glorious university must certainly attain in 
the near future to the very highest shane of ex- 
cellence, and bewome the peer of any institution 
in America.

and Controlied by W.°E. Schmertz 
& Co., of Pittsbarg, Peun 


Their principal factory is located in Pitts- 
burg, in the Westera penitentiary, where 
670 convicts and 73 skilled foremen are 
employed, From this factory 2 200 pairs of 
shoes are turned out daily. Owing to the 


increased demand for their goods they have 
just erected a very extensive factory in 
Alleghany City, from which they wil 
turn out 400 +~psirs” of ladies’ 
misses’ and ebhildrens’ fi.e shoes by 
skilled labor. This factory will be in run- 
ning order about May 20. The building to 
be occupied for this purpose is 50x200 feet, 
four stories high, of brick, the whole of 
which they wili occupy. A large propor- 
tion of their sales are in the western and 
southwestern and soutoern states. They 
are handied largely in Chicago, St. Louis, 
St. Paul and other western cities by leadirg 
jobbing houses. This is by far the largest 
snoe manufacturing concern in the state 
of Pennsylvania, and one of the largest in 
the country, as they never cease running 
excepting Sunday and holidays, turning 
out their regular quota of goods. Thistirm 
first establisned their business in 1848—Mr. 
Schmeriz starting alone, at the age of 24 
years. In 1851 T. A, Kammerer, one of the 
present menbers of the fim, joined him 
when the present style of tne firm was 
adopted. Their first year’s sales were 
$20,000, which have grown iill at the pres 
ent time they reach a round million and a 
half. When they began manufacturing 
they turned out 100 pairs a day, which, at 
that time, was a large day’s froduct. 

They have always aimed to makea good 
honest shoe, using only the best materials, 
and the result is they are even now unable 
to fill the present demand, which has com- 
pelled them to build their new factory, in 
addition to their convict labor. 

During the hard times they found consid- 
erable difficuity in competing with the 
shoddy goods made in the east, but by per- 
severance and straightforward business 
they have realized their most sanguine 


hopes.
